By the time this letter Is recelved and pub-
Jished, the mortal remsins of General Charles
G. Halpine will bave beon confided to the earth,
The funeral takes place this morning from his
residence, No. 68 West Fortysecond streck
Everything that public sud private tribute can
do to show honor 10 his memory has been done,
These tributes he deserved. All the world
knows what he was publicly; but all the world
does not know what he was in the more
moreencd and seclusive clrcles of soclety, or
among the invulnerable sanctities of home, He
wns as fond of childrem as n chlld iteelf is,
and one of the preltiost sights was
to see this strong, powerfully-bailt mun
bending alike his body and his mind to satwsfy
the sweol tyrannies which he encouraged chil-
dren to exereise over bim. Nowe of his politi
oul or newspaper duties ever canused him to for-
get those of home, He was never moody at his
own hearthstone because he was brilliant in
poclety; he never seemed to allow the thought
1o enter hi= mind that because he was masier
under his own roof-tree, he had a right to biing
there a temper less generous and sweet than
that he took ont with him luto the world. For
o long time past he had been subject to severe
Leadsches and congestive avtacks, The extreme
gusoeptibility of his nervous system precluded
his remedying them by the wvatural healing
which sieep wounld have ylelded to a less finely
gtruneg body and brain, and the amoun
of ether and chloroform he got into the
habit of inhaling was mnot without It
dismal reactionary effect. Amid all his bnl-
liancy, he was untortunately situated for one
whose slining talents furnished so great a
reason for the preservation of health, Yet had
he chosen to prolong his life, and norse himsell
by those small and patent precantions which
people of his temperament find it so difficult to
observe, it must have been in o less promineut
sphere than the one he occupied, and we may
be sure thal to such a man a different mode of
fife would have Leen worse than death., Like
many another man in his station, he was gonded
on by the dismal omniscience of eirenmstances,
fhrough the feverish applause®of the world aund
the fitful gloom of oceasionsl self-despondency,
in doing all that was expected of him up to the
last moment of his ife, When onece the use of
any anmsthesia is commenced, we sll know how
Inimediately the repetition settles wto an un.
conquerable habit., The bromide of polassium
and the bromide of ammonia, which his physi-
clan prescribed, might safely have been taken
without auy of that reaction which so weakens
the will and judgment, and demoralizes the
whole nervoos system ; but the suflerer probably
found them too slow in thewr action, and so
substituted ether and chloroform, those match-
less quieters of disordered nerves,

Meanwhile distinguished men of almost every
class have united to do him Lounor. The Irsh
Leglon, the Fire Commissiopers, and the
Kupights ot St, Patrick have passed befitting
resolutions, and the preseuce of a large number
of cavalry and infantry will give a military
character to the funeral, The undrawu portion
of his Income, which probably amounted to
$50,000, will most likely revert to his widow, if
guch a proposition can be made to proveil with
Governor Fenton.

1 bave already mentioned the Spicer poisoning
case more than once, and the reason I retarn Lo
it ngain is becauze of the very pecaliar interest
thousands of renders here lec) o i, on account
of the strange renderipg of the verdict. The
Coroner's inguest was fioplly concladed on
Wednesday, nearly three weeks after the poson-
ing bad taken place. 1'% a mission with some
city editors of newspapers to proceed on the
assumption that no reader ever recollects auy-
thing that was iu the newspaper tace duy belore,
Permit me, for the moment, to borrow this idea,
and remind the readeér ol the facts in the Spicer
cnase, o the end that he muy exercise his inge-
nuity In soravelling o wmystery thal secms to
be unravellable,

On Bunday afternoon, wuly 19, Mr. Johu
Bpicer, a middle-aged man, sent his colored ser-
vant named Adkins to a Sixth avenue drae store
for a Seidlitz powder. According to the tesu
mony, the powder was hunded to Adkins in &
eealed envelope, and pussed from him to Mrs,
Bpicer, wife of the dead man, in the nobroken
and sealed condition. Mrs Bpleer says that she
Jaid iv iu this condition upon the bureau in her
busband’s room, and thst he opened and took it
himsell alone. Within a few moments aller
pwallowivg it be exhibited symptoms of haviong
been poisoned by etrychnine, sud within fifwen
minutes he was seiged with frightfol conyvul
pions, that so curved his spine Inward as to
leave the depth of o foot between the fnmost
point of the curvature uud the bed whereon he
'lu}’. and in another instant lelt him & purple-
faced corpse. Four per:ous now appear for
suspicion to fasten upon, These are the drog

store clerk who prepared the powder,
the servant who bought it, the
wile who regeived i, aod the man

who swallewed it. Iu the case of the drug store
clerk the suspicion must be oune of slmply an
egregious and unpardonable blunder; if Adxins
or Mrs. Bpicer be suspected, the ugly word
murder inevitably litts its voice, nud 1f the dead
man bimself be called in guesion the utfair s,
of course, one of suicide, ot at cach ot theae
points suspicion I3 opposed, il not wtully dis-
armed, e tntal powder wus taken {from a
drawer containing scores of other powders pre-
pured at the same vme und place, £old 10 many
difterent people without sny 1l results, and
sronounced by competent mediedl egaminers to
e penntne Beidlitg Powders, Then m regard to
Adkips. the colored eervapl, nothing in the
whole coursc of the tesimony occurred which
could land the shadow of o just suspieion upon
b, Kven Mra. Bpleer, who, it she were
guilty would scarcely have missed this in-
genlous means of  transferriug  her guilt,
attaches no blame to  Adkims, aod de-
clares that it s impossible the polson should
huse been ipserted durfpg the briel’ foterval it
remaipned o the servont's hands,  And pext, no
motive, small or great, has you bubbled up,
which Mra, Bpicer could have had for thus en
compassing ber husband's death, Ridations and
friends estitied that Mr. aud Mre, Spicer did not
lve uohappily together, aud po taint is even
suggested us to Mrs, Spilecr’s fidelity usa a wile,
To be gure, she aud her husband had recently
had & slight altercation, but from all thal ap.
peared at the inguest, the dispate Wad liko the
iretiul interchauge of cross words between an
impatient slok mav, anl @ quiet-tempered
wonan who does not give him all the attention

munifested the most frantie desire to lives nod
the second in that Mes, Bpicer was the trst ong
to sugecst the idea of ber busband’s having
been poisoned, and durlye the prozross of the
ingquest made the lollowing  cxtraordinary
avowel: I sald to myself, not thinkiog that
pny deslruction snd his desi depended upon it,

‘Well, they ean't make much out of that at five
cents,'” referring to the price of the powder.
Yet if Mre, SBploer be gullty of murder, the
vame of the person from whout, or the place
trom which the strychuive was procured would
rurely have Joomed unp, however indiatinctly,
during the evidence. Who It was therefors that
wingled the polson with the powder remalns as
profound a mystery as ever, The verdiot en-
tirely exonorates the clerk and anyhody con-
nected with the drog store; it likewise exono-
riites Mr. Spicer from the charge of suicide; but
with regard to whatever suspicions the jury-
men may entertam, it observes a gllence as im-
penetrable ns the mjster{ itself,

To turn from these gleomy themes I rejolee
to eay that the ocoupants of tenoment-houses in
this city have at length resolved to knuckle
down no longer to the tyraonies and sins of
omigeion of thelr landlords, The unsafety and
dircomlort of these tenement-honses are pro-
verbial, and the tenants have lately formed
themselves into a protective associntion known
as the “Tevanta' Union.”
